Another high school graduating class has swept 
across the land with many youths eagerly anticipating 
their entrance into colleges this fall. 

And in swimming many students will have grad- 
uated from the Age Group Program. Still too young 
in age and class, they will return to high school next 
fall and find their swimming program an unfamiliar 
paradox. 

These boys are used to the keen competition 
of the age group program . . . they will swim against 
high school youngsters in their high school program, 
but will be able to enter only senior A.A.U. meets. 
Many will drop out. That has’ been the history. Many 
coaches feel that if the boy is not ready at 17 for 
senior events, they should drop. 

I feel, as do many others, that swimming in the 
age group programs offers more than records 
that the interest, companionship and physical devel- 
opment helps prepare these boys for their mature 
years ahead. The age 17 is the bridge between high 
school and college. 

If one more bracket was added to the Age Group 
Program, only for the age of 17, the competitive 
swim bridge would be there. I would use only the 
senior distances, . . . the distances being those events 
used in senior women’s short course championship. 

Keep our boys swimming through high school and 
When they reach college they will be eager to go 
on. | would like to hear from parents of this class: 
also from coaches.

parents, coaches and officials be good sports. Let the 
officials call them as they see them, let the swimmer 
do his best and remember there is always another 
meet tomorrow.

A DOCTOR-COACH ANSWERS CRITICS 





THE AGE-GROUP PROGRAMN--A PHYSICAL NECESSITY

Dr. J. V. Curran, M.D., has been associated with 
swimming for many years, and is closely associated with 
the Chuck Lee Swim Club, Everett, Washington. The editor 
of JUNIOR SWIMMER, believing that we are now approach- 
ing “open season” on age group parents and coaches asked 
Dr. Curran to answer the age-group critics from the stand- 
point of health. 

In this age of automation, when all industry 
and business may eventually boil down to “push- 
buttons”, man may have to revert to some form of 
organized athletics to keep his body in sufficient 
physical shape to survive the vigors and rigors of 
the society in which he exists. | 

Recently, Dr. Shane McCarthy, Chairman of the 
President's Commission on the health needs of the 
nation, pointed out the poor physical status of Amer- 
ican youth. There have been many other outspoken 
people in the field of health and welfare who have 
been crying out against the babying of our young 
people. The softness of their bodies through failure 
of use during the development years, has created a 
nation of young people who are, in a word, “softies”. 
These authorities continually point out we do not 
have enough vigorous activity to develop our physical 
vigor to the point where an individual will have such 
a good body, that he will also be able to house an 
alert mind. 

Definite Value to Youth 

It is in this area that age-group swimming can 
be of definite value to the youth of our nation. It 
would help to develop a smooth, symmetrical body 
that will effect all the limbs and musculature of the 
shoulders, back, arms, legs and abdomen to. their 
fullest potential without developing bulky, unsightly 
muscles. This type of activity will place a sufficient 
amount of stress on the respiratory and heart system. 
For in youths, it is essential to life and to good health 
that sufficient activity of a vigorous nature in the 
big-muscle area be done early in order that heart- 
lung response to activity will be able to meet any of 
the stresses later on in life. 

It is at this point that we should offer age-group 
swimming in order to increase the health status of 
our youth. This is the only activity offered to- all 
ages and both sexes from the tender years right on 
through to adulthood. Moreover, certain dangers in 
the body contact sports are not inherent in this swim- 
ming program. , 

The one facet of age-group swimming that is 
most important and often overlooked, is that it is 
the only outlet that is available in organized fashion, 
not only on a competitive basis, but in the develop- 


ment of physical vigor of the young ladies of our 


nation without the development of a bulky, heavy, 
musculature of which they are often not fond. There 
is very little of anv activitv available on a continuous 


basis to young females, particularly in the eight-and- 


under group and on up through the teens. 
Wide Variety 

The age-group swimming program offers youth 
a wide variety of activities in the water that are a 
definite big-muscle activity. The strong body, the 
healthy lungs and the good heart responses necessary 
to produce a swimmer, are, of course, to be found in 
any athletic endeavor. However, age-group swimming 
can be continued the year around and the advantage 
of a continuous, vigorous program is paramount. 

The tremendous interest shown in age-group 
swimming, the fact that water has a_ tremendous 
fascination for youngsters who will play in it by 
the hour, can be channelled into development of phys- 
ical vigor in our youth. Trained coaches give these 
young ones the same amount of play in the water, but 
it will be through planned training, resulting in a 
better developed body. 

Most other types of activities, such as basketball, 
etc., are short term — four to six month periods of de- 
velopment — and then the activity ceases until another 
season rolls around. This is not an ideal method of 
development of one’s physical vigor. People should 
have some type of big-muscle activity continuously 
the year around. 


Easily Explained 

Consider some of the objections one encounters 
in respect to swimming. They are easily explained 
away. Notable is the chlorine-burning of the eyes 
which can be handled by the use of other types of 
water treatment, such as iodine. However, it has been 
my experience as a physician and a swimming coach 
over the past 20 years, that I have seen no harmful 
effects from the use of chlorine other than the im- 
mediate discomfort. Another objection is that swim- 
ming produces ear infection. The ear infections that 
develop from water are the result of water passing 
into the nose, washing infectious material into the 
Eustachian tubes, and hence into the inner ear. There 
are two methods of handling this problem. Number 
one is to teach the swimmer to breathe correctly. 
Number two is to have him breathe more vigorously. 
Few swimmers vigorously exhale enough in_ the 
water and thus are unable to get sufficient amount of 
oxygen returning to their lungs and their efficiency is 
cut down, particularly in the lung recess. At the same 
time the vigorous exhalation through the nose and 
mouth would clear the passages and prevent many of 
these infections that could be attributed to participa- 
tion in water activities. 

Properly controlled water treatment, with more 
intensive study of the water treatment systems of 
our country, could abolish these problems and make 
our age-group swimming program that much better. 
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With millions swimming in the United States 
alone, it should be a “must” program for our chemical 
industry to research into water bacteriology and 
treatment to find 4 new system and make the use of 
chlorine obsolete. 

Emotional Stability 

A criticism most paramount among people not 
closely associated with age-group swimming is the 
question of emotional stability of the young in a 
competitive activity. I feel they gain several things. 
The child acquires the feeling that he has a measure 
of skill in being able to swim better, faster, and 
hence safer. There is a certain assurance of self- 
satisfaction in being able to handle yourself better 
in water. Organization of an age-group swimming 
program makes possible for him a wealth of super- 
vised, organized programs by a group of persons 
intensely interested in promoting swimming. 

Competitive Swimming Vital 

In a learn-to-swim program, competitive swim- 
ming is a definite part of learning to swim better. 
By this, I mean, that no beginning swim program is 
complete without some effort at attempting to in- 
itiate a person to swim farther and faster in order 
to be more proficient. Recently the American Red 
Cross has adopted age-group swimming in its “Learn- 
to-Swim” to step up its life saving program. Age-group 
gives a youngster an opportunity to race under good 
conditions. He is prepared by adequate training pro- 
grams before competition as he works with his team- 
mates. This is of great value in teaching one to com- 
pete not only for himself and his team, but under- 
standing the need for proper preparation. 

Certain people will not participate in a compet- 
itive program that includes only racing. This can be 
handled in an age-group swimming program, with 
the inclusion of diving, water ballet and skin-diving. 
These also offer competition but of a varied nature. 

Concerted Program 

There are persons who are gifted by early matur- 
ity and are stand-outs with a minimum of effort. 
But for the most part those who have been able to 
succeed have had to take a concerted program of 
activity that required self-denial as well as a single- 
ness of purpose and organization of their time and 
efforts. The calibre of swimming throughout the 
United States has improved tremendously since the 
age-group program has gotten underway. The full 
impact of this is beginning to show now as almost 
all of America’s present top-flight swimmers came 
out of, or are still in the age-group program. All of 
our age-group swimmers are not going to become 
Olympic or National champions, but they should be 
encouraged to develop themselves wholly and vig- 
orously from a very early age . to develop their 
bodies and minds . . . to learn to accept defeat, taste 
victory and to get along with their teammates and 
fellow competitors and lastly to compete on a team 
basis, placing their team welfare on a higher plane 
than their own. 


Finally there is a definite asset in that it helps 
keep young people busy and off the streets. It will 
help reduce juvenile delinquency by utilizing health- 
lully ind excessive free time of our young people. 





Hold American Future 

Dr. Adelbert Oberteuffer of Ohio State Univer- 
sity, told physical educators they hold America’s fu- 
ture in their hands. “When all living — work and 
play — boils down to push-buttons”, he said, “Man 
will have to revert to the physical education program 
in order to keep his body fit”. 

We must extend our physical education activities 
and encourage and develop further, age-group swim- 
ming programs through the nation. Age-group swim- 
ming not only offers survival in the water, but sur- 
vival for health, wealth and happiness in the future.

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CAROLYN WOOD 
OREGON’S OLYMPIC HOPEFUL 


Ask any sport minded Oregonian 
who, from Oregon, will make the 
United States Olympic team, and 
youll get an answer like this... 
“Carolyn Wood in swimming and 
Dyrol Burleson in track.” 

Carolyn Wood, born December 18, 
1945 in Portland, has been swimming 
since she was eight years old and en- 
tered her first meet at the age of nine. 
She began her competitive swimming 
at the Aero Club of Oregon and ~ 
joined the Portland Multnomah Ath- i, 
letic Club in the fall of 1956. Bl 

This 5’5”, 128 lb. freshman honor student of Beav- 
erton High School set her first national age group 
record at the age of 10 in the backstroke at Livermore, 
California. 

Now, with the trip to Rome her big goal, mer- 
maid Wood specializes in the butterfly and the free- 
style. From a 10th in the 100 meter freestyle in her 
first Women’s Nationals last summer at Redding, 
California to a tie for fourth in the 1960 Indoor 
Women’s National 100 yard freestyle (:57.6), this 
astonishing 14 year old lass has been breaking age 
group records just about every time she enters a 
meet. Her new age-group records set in the last few 
months are 100 meter freestyle (sc) 1:04.0; 100 meter 
butterfly (sc) 1:12.0. Her best time for the 100 yard 
butterfly is 1:02.2, 100 meter butterfly (Ic) 1:11.0 
and for the 100 yard freestyle :57.2. Her split for 100 
yards on the 60 Women’s Indoor Freestyle Relay 
Championship MAC team was :56.4. 

Carolyn trains six days a week, with workouts 
of one hour. This is supplemented three times a week 
with body building and flexibility exercises. 

When Coach Walt Schlueter arrived at Multno- 
mah, his goal was a team in national contention in a 
three to five year period. Carolyn, like Marty Row- 
land, Chris and Carol Eggan, Pam Sheets, Noel and 
Kathy Gabie, Joan Matich, Joan Danielson, Pam Mac- 
Pike, Ann Thatcher, Nancy Kanaby and Jana Haroun, 
indicate the time-table is on course. 















DON SCHOLLANDER 
SCHOOLED TO SWIM . . . SCHOOLED TO WIN 


Multnomah Athletic Club has a 
boy’s team, and like the girls, they too, 
are on the timetable for national con- 
tention. Still perhaps a year or so away 
the Multnomah boys are schooled in 
fine stroke technique in daily work- 
outs similar to the girls team. 

Don Schollander, a 14 year old tow 
head, shares the honors this month 
with his MAC teammate, Carolyn. He, 
too, joined Multnomah in the fall of 
1956. Don set his first national age 
group record at the age of ten and 
has been making them each year. 

An eighth grader and honor student at Lake Os- 
wego Jr. High School, Don is a cinch to make All- 
Oregon high school honors next year. 

On May 2Ist, at the Journal Invitational meet at 
Portland, the blonde merman set two national rec- 
ords. His 110 yard butterfly time of 1:09.1 erased the 
boys 13-14 time of 1:09.7 set by Hort Soper, Florida 
in 1957 and a 1:13.5 effort in the 100 yard backstroke 
replaces the old record of 1:15.7 set in 1957 by John 
Rackin, Southern California. 

Other best times are as follows: 50 Yd. freestyle 
24.1; 100 yard freestyle 54.9, 100 yard backstroke 
1:03.2, 100 meter backstroke (sc) 1:10.4 (this is but 
4 of a second of McKinney’s national record for this 
age group), 100 yard butterfly 1:00.3. 

In a 200 meter individual medley (sc) effort 
made before turning 14 last April, Don was timed 
in 2:38.5, almost 3 seconds better than first place in 
the nation last year. In senior competition Schollander 
has posted times of 2:17.3 for 220 yard freestyle and 
2:28.3 for 220 yard backstroke. 

Like the girls team, the MAC boys are en- 
dowed with depth and quality, with emphasis on the 
younger age groups. Don Schollander, along with 
teammates Don and Dave Dimitre, Craig Adams, 
Jim and Bill Boscole, Ted Leovich, Ogie Young, Ken 
Webb, Peter Hallinan, Dennis Rotto, Jim Richardson, 
Dick Boyd, Graham, Colton and others are training. 
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SUSIE BARKLEY, Berkeley Y, California, set a 
new girls 13-1 50 yard National freestyle 
mark of 26.4 at the 25 yard Las Lomas High 
School Pool, Walnut Creek, Calif., on May 29. 
Susie’s time was .3 second faster than the 
old national record of 26.7 held jointly by 
Chris von Saltza and Molly Botkin.

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Coral Ridge Y.C. Girls 

Set National Relay Mark

Niagara Splits District for 2nd 
Annual All-Star Meet 
Rochester, N. Y. — For the second 
straight year, the Niagara Associ- 
ation of the AAU divided their 24 
counties into two sections, east and 
west, with a team of Age Group 
All-Stars from each section com- 
peting in a championship dual 

meet. 

The meet, held in Rochester’s 
newest swim pool at East High 
School on May 14, 1960, featured 
the Association’s best talent. Hon- 
orary coaches were Fred Hushla, 
Williamson, N. Y. for the East, 
and Mrs. Flo Klahn, Kenmore, for 
the West. 

Teams selected on a time basis 
were from respective east and west 
counties. The purpose of the meet 
was to promote closer relationship 
between swimmers and _ groups 
throughout the Niagara AAU.

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THE CASE FOR AN AQUATIC OLYMPICS 
By Matt Mann, 1952 U.S. Olympic Swimming Coach 
At the 1952 Olympic games in Helsinki, Finland, 
there was much talk of eliminating the contact and 
team sports such as wrestling, soccer, basketball, field 
hockey and water polo. “The 
Olympics are getting too big,” 
argued many an old-timer, the 
writer included. “No one can pos- 
sibly take it all in and the games 
have become a hodge-podge.” 
The question is, what do we 
cut out and what stays? In order 
rae to make the summer Olympics 
less cumbersome, the Olympic committees have been 
doing some arbitrary pruning that no one likes. 

In swimming, for example, all the countries in 
the world swim an individual medley and 400 yard 
relays and double distances in each of the four speed 
swimming strokes, yet the Olympics allow only 
nine swimming events for men and one less for wom- 
en. To cut down on the ponderous Olympic admin- 
istrative and housing problems, the swimming teams 
have also been limited to two swimmers per event 
instead of the traditional three per event. 

Swimming people are not happy with any of 
these slurs on their sport. Why, when our swimmers 
are already there, can’t we have more events for 
them to swim? With the present arrangement of 
seventeen swimming and two diving events spread 
over eight days, the spectators never see enough 
events at one time to make a decent spectator meet. 

Swimming and Minor Sport Grievances 

These swimming grievances are multiplied in 
other sports until most of the “minor” sports follow- 
ers feel that the Olympics are just a glorified track 
meet with a few side shows thrown in. I am one of 
those who has long thought the track tail wags the 
Olympic dog — so much, that the other sports are 
not really in it. 

I have been outspoken in my desire to see 
swimming pull out of the Olympics and hold a world 
championship of our own. A great many in swimming 
have supported this notion, but to do it would re- 
quire a revolution in amateur sports. 

Since it is not my purpose to ruin amateur sport 
with an all-out war among us “badge-ers”, I have 
tried to figure out a plan which will not hurt any- 
body — a plan which will solve most of the evils 
in an overcrowded summer Olympics — and without 
dropping one single sport. 

A New Concept for Olympic Games 

We already have a winter Olympics, it being 
obvious that snow and ice sports fare better in Feb- 
ruary than in August. It is my contention that we 
should also have an aquatic Olympics. _ 

The big summer games would be divided into the 
Big-Stadium-Land Sports Olympic Games which now 
dominate Olympic competition, and the aquatic Olym- 
pics which would feature a real full event swimming 
meet plus diving, synchronized swimming, sailing, 
water skiing, rowing, canoeing, water polo and other 
sports that are staged on or in the water. The big 
Land Sports Olympics would never miss us and 
neither would the “badge-ers”, since we would. still 


















be under international Olympic control. The track 
Olympic program would draw just as well as it ever 
has, and cities bidding for these games would still 
be crowded to capacity with tourists. The program 
would be more attractive to sponsor, spectator, and 
the almost forgotten reason for these games — the 
athlete. The land sports program could actually be 
expanded to suit the needs of presently unhappy 
“minor” land sports and the program would still not 
be as cumbersome as the present all-inclusive but 
watered-down summer program. 

And what of the aquatic sports? Detroit, for in- 
stance, which has bid unsuccessfully for various past 
summer Olympics is magnificently qualified to hold 
such an aquatic carnival. In fact, the Detroit facilities 
are such that the city could do a better job with the 
water games than with the Olympics as a whole. This 
is true of many places. The aquatic Olympics would 
be attractive to Honolulu or the Riviera and the ex- 
pense would not be so great nor the numbers of 
participants so many as to prohibit holding the games 
in these exotic surroundings where water sports are 
king. 

The summer Olympics as they are now consti- 
tuted are too big for any sponsoring country to com- 
fortably handle them. The new division would be 
more profitable for all concerned. Instead of two 
Olympics, winter and summer, we would now have 
three — Winter Sports, Land Sports and Water Sports 
— and why not? Something has to be done, and three 
Olympic games are better than two when one of the 
two can't satisfy the sports needs it tries to cover.

produced some outstanding age group competitors. 

These boys and girls, starting at seven years 
of age, work out in both the YM and YW pools. 
Fortunately for the Glass City team, the YM and YW 
are adjacent buildings. This has been singularly 
helpful at the Relays and Invitational meets, when 
prelims are held simultaneously in both pools and 
finals contested in the YW pool. This has enabled 
the Aquatic Club to conduct meets with over 800 
participants with no difficulty.

Coach Van Warmer, who at one time swam 
for the Glass City Club, took over the coaching 
reins in 1959 while Peg Seney became head mentor 
of the girls in 1958. Both coaches believe in the 
work-rest cycle with an accelerated program prior 
to the more important meets. 

Van Warmer said, “A typical work-out will 
usually follow this type of pattern: warm-up swim 
5 lengths, pull 5, kick 5, swim 5. 

“Then comes partner workouts using the width 
of pool with emphasis on starts and turns, doing 
pulls, kicks, strokes and individual medleys, then 
to length sprints and 200 yard freestyle and medley 
relays. Finally, according to ages, repeats in lengths 
with four for 10 and unders, six for the 11 and 12’s, 
eight to ten for the 13 and overs. These lengths 
are usually done in the stroke specialty. Swimmers 
finish up with a moderately paced 20 lengths.” 

In summer, long course 50 meter workouts, 3 
times a week are held at Scott pool (site for this 
years men’s Nationals). The workouts are basically 
the same as in the 25 yard indoor pools but adapted 
to the course. Association record holders include 
Margretta Fleck, 14; Marianne Fleck, 14; Margo 
Seney, 15; Nancy Wager, 18. This Glass City four- 
some hold the Ohio A.A.U. 400 yard freestyle relay 
record of 4:25.0 The Fleck sisters, Seney and Mary 
Thompson are the Lake Erie A.A.U. 200 yard medley

record holders in 2:20.3. Margretta Fleck holds the 
Lake Erie AAU 50 yard long course 13-14 age group 
freestyle record of :28.6. 

For the boys, the medley relay team of Walt 
Brown, backstroke; Jim Ryerson, breaststroke, Dave 
Roadhouse, butterfly and Bob Esplin, freestyle are 
constant winners in 15-16 age group and open meets. 
And of course no roll call of outstanding Glass City 
swimmers would be complete without mentioning 
Chet Jastremski, now 19, and a freshman at Indiana 
University.

Part Two — This concludes the article on Stopwatches. Part One covering 
the types and selection appeared in the June issue. 
How to Time Properly. 

This is probably the most argumentative point in 
sports where timing is a main factor. You may have 
two stopwatches that have been perfectly synchron- 
ized with each other; give them to two people and 
without proper procedure there will be distinct dis- 
crepancy in results. A few simple rules followed by 
those people responsible for timing events or individ- 
ual contestants can add immeasureably to more har- 
monious relations not to mention a fair score for the 
swimmer. 

The most important step is to ascertain the con- 
dition of the watch you are using. You owe it to the 
swimmer to know that the watch you are using is 
within the limits of accuracy. This can be checked 
within a few moments by any watchmaker with an 
electronic timer, and if the maximum error is 20 sec- 
onds in 24 hours, you may consider the watch ade- 
quate for timing, since as we stated in part one, your 
error would be approximately 1/1000 of a second in 
one minute which is negligible in short span timing. 
When having your watch checked or adjusted for 
accuracy always tell the watchmaker to time it out 
in the position that it will be used, since time will 
vary if position is changed. For example: if the 
stopwatch is held in the hand, have the watch timed 
out in a 45 degree angle since this is approximately 
the position the watch will be in if held in the hand 
for observation. Should you prefer the watch to be 
flat or perpendicular in the process of timing, have 
the watch adjusted accordingly. Once time has been 
started on a swimmer do not change the position of 
the watch or haphazardly pass it from person to per- 
son nor let it dangle from a lanyard like a pendulum. 


Starting the Watch 

To start, hold the watch in your hand resting 
against the third and fourth finger. Use the index 
finger for depression of the crown (starting stem), 
and be sure starting stem is nestled in the bend of 
the first knuckle so that pressure is on the bone of 
the finger rather than the flesh. : 

Always start on the flash of the gun which pre- 
ceeds the sound and immediately thereafter look at 
the watch to make sure that it has started and time 
has officially begun. As the swimmer approaches the 
finish line, keep your eye on him, not the watch, so 
that you may stop time the instant he touches the 
finish line. 





STOPWATCHES - - - HOW TO TIME AND THE PROPER CARE 





Do not make any unnecessary motions in starting 
or stoppiag the watch, such as raising your hand high 
and snapping it down. It looks good to the audience, 
but it is unfair to the swimmer, since that snapping 
has a tendency to race the balance wheel and add a 
few 1/10ths to the final score. 

It is advisable to use two or three watches in 
scoring time. When two watches are used, take the 
slowest time. If using three watches, take the com- 
promising time between them. 

Much care should be taken in reading your 
stopwatch. If the second hand stops between two 
markers, always read the greater number, i.e., if the 
hand stops between 5 and 6 tenths, read it as 6 
tenths even though it is slightly past the mark. 

If the aforementioned procedure is used by all, 
then results will be more uniform and scoring more 
exact. 

The Care of Your Stopwatch 

Stopwatches are very durable instruments and 
they stand up definitely to abuse that they are sub- 
jected to by their owners. The greatest abuse is 
neglect. The average person reasons this way: “An 
ordinary watch should be cleaned once a year because 
it is in use every day, but I only use my stopwatch 
a few hours a year in comparison, so why bother 
cleaning it.” An ordinary watch that runs every day 
of the year keeps its oil more fluid by keeping it 
working. But oil that is left standing for long periods 
tends to become gummy, and it certainly does this in 
the occasionally-used stopwatch. 

Once a year any stopwatch that is being used for 
serious purposes should be disassembled, cleaned, 
and re-oiled. It is advisable to run your watch as often 
as possible. Wind it up at least once a week and 
let it run down. By doing this you are keeping the 
oil more resilient with less tendency toward gummi- 
ness. 

The big question is what to do if the watch is 
dropped into the pool. As a rule most stopwatches 
have a double cover in the back and a tight bezel 
in the front which can keep water out (if you are 
lucky), but the water will almost always work its 
way through the stem and the rust will start. 

If you own an expensive watch, don’t gamble. 
Take it immediately to a watchmaker and have it 
examined. Twenty-four hours later it is too late, the 
rust will have started and wheels will have to be 
replaced. If it is impossible to take care of it immedi- 
ately, get some very light oil (mineral oil is fine) 
and pour it in the watch, particularly around the 
stem and the winding wheels. Then all you are faced 
with is a cleaning job which should be done at your 
earliest convenience. 

Take care in choosing the watchmaker to whom 
you entrust a stopwatch. This is a highly specialized 
instrument and should be taken to a specialist, who 
has genuine factory parts and can do the job effi- 
ciently.

CALIF. HIGH CHAMPS TIMES NATION’S BEST 
On page 15 are the final comparison of best times 
in high school championships. Ten other areas were 
reported in the May issue. 

California championships are divided into three 
distinct meets. Northern Calif., Southern Calif., and 
schools that are in the Los Angeles City School Dis- 
trict. The Los Angeles City schools cannot compete 
in the southern championships and are held in a 
50 meter long course pool. 

In only the 200 yard freestyle, 100 yard back- 
stroke and 200 yard medley relay were times bettered 
than those set by California high school boys. Halting 
this west coast display of power were Lindsey, Mt. 
Lebanon, in 200 yard freestyle 1:54.2; Goettsche, New 
Trier, in 100 yard backstroke :56.4, and New Trier 
in 200 yard medley relay 1:44.6. Bob Bennett, 16 
year old Birmingham HS, Calif., who last month set 
a new American record of 1:02.7 in 100 meter back- 
stroke (Ic) did not compete. 

Claimants as the best high school team in the 
country are Los Altos, Calif., New Trier, Illinois, and 
Birmingham High, Calif., whose championship times 
are on long course (50 meter). Depth would be the 
determining factor, and these records were not 
available at presstime.

JR. (SC) OLYMPIC RECORDS 
Arden Hills, Sacramento and Upland, Calif. — 19 new 
National Jr. Olympic (sc) marks went into the record 
books as the Pacific Association and the Southern 
Pacific Association held their Jr. Olympic Meets (sc) 
at Sacramento and Upland on June 4-5 and 1l- 12 
respectively. 

Friendly rivals, swimming on different week- 
ends at widely separate cities, tumbled records which 
only last year seemed untouchable. The greatest as- 
sault occuring in the girl’s 11-12 age group and the 
boy’s 15-16.

Debby Lee, Santa Clara 
SC lowered the 100 yard freestyle to 1:02.0; Maggie 
Rosenberg, Un, set a new time of :32.1 in the 50 
yard backstroke; Joan Ferris, Arden Hills, recorded a 
new 50 yard breaststroke time of :35.2 and 11 year 
old Gina Ambrose, Un, set a new 200 yard individual 
medley time of 2:30.8 in a prelim heat. 

In the boy’s 15-16, it was three records for each 
district. The new standards are: (In SPA) 200 yard 
freestyle 1:55.1 by Nick Kirby, Un; 400 yard free- 
style 4:07.1 by Dean Williford, Lynwood SC; and 
100 yard backstroke :58.2 by Rich McGeagh, Un. 
(In PA) 200 yard breaststroke 2:28.1 by Phil Witten, 
Livermore; double winner Ralph Kendrick, San Lean- 
dro Beavers, in the 100 wang butterfly :55.2, and the 
200 yard individual medley 2:08.6. and the 200 yard 
medley relay 1:51.5 by Marin Pirates (DeGroot, 
Frost, Scott, McCreary ). 

Other new records: Girls 13-14—Donna DeVerona, Berk- 
eley Y, (PA), 100 yard freestyle :57.4; Roby Whipple, 
Covington, (PA), 100 yard breaststroke 1:15.2; 15-16—Gina 
Biggs, Santa Monica SC (SPA) 200 yard freestyle 2:14.7.
